Germans Stop 
Train. Carrying 
Arms to Poles. 


[BY CABLE AND ASPOCIATED PRFSS.) 

COBLENZ, July 27-—A Polish 
supply train of thirteen cars bearing 
arms and munitions from France, 


with five Polish and one French 
officer aboard, which left the Amer- 
ican area Saturday evening was 
held up by German police and 
civillans at Marburg, sixty miles east 
of Coblenz, Sunday afternoon. 

The Germang completely stripped 
the cars of their war materia] and 
the train crews re to convoy 
them further. They returned to 
Coblenz tonight. 

Altogether the train consisted of 
forty-five cara, including nonmilitary 
stores for Poland, and supplies for 
the American legation and the Amer- 
ican Relief Committee in Warsaw.

“I believe the Japanese govern- 
ment’s request for an investigation 
of the fire might have been prompt- 
ed by reports that there was evi- 
dence of an anti-Japanese sentiment 
in Marysville,” Ohta said. “From all 
I can learn, the fire cannot be at- 
tributed to an anti-Japanese plot. I 
so informed my government. How- 
ever, in keeping with my govern- 
ment’s request, I asked a full invest!- 
gation by the Japanese Association.” 

Information has been received 
here that a sensational! dispatch was 
sent to a Japanese newspaper by ites 
San Francisco correspondent to the 
effect that “Japanese stores were 
burned at Maryeville during an anti- 
Japanese demonstration.”

It is known that 
there is considerable practical 
and business element of Mexico 
that is oppesed to the goverfiment 
continuing the majority ownership 
of the National Railways of Mexi- 
eo longer than necessary. 
WANT PRIVATE OWNERSHIP. 


In other words, that just as soon 
as a Way out of the difficulty is 
found, the government should free 
itself of the ownership of 61 per 
cent of the stock of the company. 
Shippers have not found the opera- 
tion of these roads by the govern- 
ment anything like as satisfactory 
as when they were under private 
ownership aad upon a competitive 


Some of the political troubles of 
Mexico are traced to the placing in 
Operation of the policy of govern- 
ment ownership of the 
which had ite inception 
Guring the administration of the 
late President Porfirio Diaz. It was 
Yves Limaptour, Minister of 
Finance under. Dias, who conceived 
and placed in effect this plan. 

It was not until the various lines 
came into the hands of the govern- 
ment that the Mexican labor ele- 
ment entered a protest againat 
Americans being employed as loco- 
motive engineers and conductors. 
This agitation for the removal of 
the American employees was kept 
AP. untll they were displaced by 

exicans., t of that agitation 
grew the anti-American sentiment 
that swept over Mexico, and at dir- 
ferent times came néear involving 
the United States in trouble with 
her neighbor to the south of the 
Rio Grande. 

What the shippers complained of 
mostly, however, was the slow 
movement of cara, the increase in 
freight rates and the apparent dis- 
of the railway of- 
clals and employees in the 
of handling traffic. 

THREE SYSTEMS MERGE. 

There were merged into th 3 
tional Railways of Mexico — 
great comipeting systems. As a 
nucleus for the government-owned 
property Mr. Limantour, on his 
own initiative and without vonsult- 
ing Congress, took over for the gov- 
ernment the Mexican National Rail- 
road, which ran from Laredo on the 
Rio Grande to the City of Mexico 
with branch lines to important min- 
ing centers. 

It next absorbed, in a similar way, 
the Mexican International Raliroad, 
which ran from Eagle Pass on the 
Rio Grande to Durango. 

The third great coup which Mr. 
Limantour successfully accom- 
plished, without previously referring 
the matter to Congress, was the tak- 


‘ing over and merging into the Na- 


tional Railways of Mexico the Mex- 
ican Central Rallroad system. At 
the time this was done the Mexican 
Central, through the purchase of 
the Monterey and Mexican Gulf, the 
Mexico, Cuernavaca and Pacific, and 
other shorter lines, had attained a 
track mileage in excess of all other 
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transportation systems of the coun- 


ry. 
In addition to the purchase of 


priscipal | 


> 
these roads the Mexican Central was 
a builder of new lines. 

It had just finished the construc- 
tion of an extension of its road 
from Guadalajara to the port of 
Manzanillo on the Pacific Coast 
when Mr. Limantour set the thumb 
screwe and began turning on pres- 
sure in the way of oppressive gov- 
ernment orders, one of which was 
to fix the port charges at Manzanillo 
ata figure that practically prohibited 
the moving of traffic through that 
important deep water terminal. 

However the American owners of 
the Mexican Centra! may have felt 
about disposing of the property there 
was no holding out against the gov- 
ernment tactics practiced by Mr. Li- 
mantour, and a controlling interest 
in the property became a part of the 
Nationa! Railways of Mexico. 

SECURE BRITISH PROPERTY. 

Later on the government obtained 
control of the Interoceanic Ratlroad 
from ite British owners. This trans- 
action was on & somewhat different 


basis from that of the other road, 
and the Interoceanic did not become 
in an operating sense a part of the 
National Railways of Mexico. 

The Megican Southern Railroad, 
which runs from Puebla to Oaxaca 
with three branch lines, and the 
Vera Crus to Isthmus Railroad. 
which runs from Cordova to Santa 
Laicrecia, were taken over under a 
similar plan. The last of the inde- 
pendent lines to be absorbed was 
the Pan-American, which runse.freom 
San Geronimo to the Guatemala bor- 
der. This government-owned sys- 
tem gridirons a vast area, much of 
which is very productive in  pe- 
troleum, rich ores and agricultural 
products. 

At the time the first the long 
series of revolutions started 
some of the more outlying regions 
of the country were being penetrated 
by new lines of the railway. The 
most important of these perhape was 
the Southérn Pacific of Mexico, 
which had already been built down 
the west coast a distance of about 
800 miles and had for its southern 
obiective the City of Mexico with 
Guadalajara on ite Intended route. 

The construction of this line gave 
transportation outlet to a vast area 
of rich coasta! country and its com- 
pletion to the capital would have 
been of still greater material benefit 
to that part of Mexico. it suffered 
severely from destructive tactics of 
revolutionists and made a claim for 
damages against the Mexican govern- 
ment amounting, it is stated, to $12,- 
600,000 gold. The rehabilitation of 
this line is making good progress, 
and with peace restored, its ex- 
tension to Guadalajara, thence to the 
City of Mexico will be carried on as 
rapidly as possible. 

THOUSAND MILES NEEDED. 

Many thousand miles of new rall- 
road will be needed in Mexico in the 
near future to meet the traffic de- 
mands that will be caused by the 
development of mines and other in- 
dustries, it ie asserted by men whe 
are familiar with conditions there. 

It i¢ expected: that should the 
segregation of the National Rallways 
of Mexico take placé many e¢x- 
tensions of the line comprising this 
system will be built in addition to 
the carrying out of new projects of 
thie character. 

Practicaily nothing has been done 
by Mexican capita! itself in the mat- 
ter of bullding railroads. 

All of the present lines of ratiway 
in Mexico with the exception of the 
Mexico-Northwestern, the Inter- 
oceanic, the Mexican (Vera Cruz,) 
the Mexican Southern and the Na- 
tlonal were built by 
American capital. 

The roads mentioned were British- 
owned. The only one of these that 
ie still in poseeasion of ite British 
owners ta the Mexican (Vera Crus) 
which runs between the City of 
Mexico and the port of Vera Crus. 
This line was long known as the 
Qveen's Own. 

Ite sleeping car equipment is of 
the British type but all of these 
cars were confiscated during the rev- 
olution and are now scattered ever 


ithe country. 


The National Tehauntepec Ral!- 
road was bullt long years ago by es 
Mexican government, but— the* job 
was such a poor one that it d 
to ve completely rebuilt by a 
British contractors, 8 Pearson & 
Bon, Ltd., and was leased to that 
firm by the government for a period 
of fifty-one years. 

The Carranza administration for- 
feited this lease and took over the 
line. It was recently stated that 
De la Huerta had canceled the de- 
cree of forfeiture and that the lease 
contract wlll be enforced.

LABOR SHORTAGE SERIOUS. 
Tt is admitted on all sides that the 
greatest concern of the cotton grow- 
era of the State is the labor short- 
axe. Where the supply of cotton 
pickers is to come from, no one 
knows 

itn South Texas clos@ly bor- 
| dering on Mexico, which in former 
years was a source of unlimited sup- 
piv of cheap Mexican cotton pickers, 
the planters are seeking to obtain 
negro field laborers in North Texas 
to gather their crop. 

In che western part of the State 
cotton acreage this year te much 
larger than ever before, due to the 
bringing into cultivation of large 
areas of raw ranch land. Tite crop 
of that region promises to give an 
average yield of a bale to the acre. 

The fact that the cotton-seed 
market opened this season at $20 to 
$26 a ton is disappointing to farm- 
ers. Tt is expected, however, that 


something like the figure of last year, 
which was around $80 per ton. 

What effect the large importation 
of vegetable oils, such as that which 


has had upon the price of cotton- 
seed \there seems to be no way of de- 
termining definitely. Peanuts are al- 
so being largely used by the cotton- 
seed oll mills of Texas for the manu- 
facture of oil and byproducts. 
BUILD NEW 

As an evidence of the unusually 
good cotton crop prospects, hk large 
number of new cotton gins are be- 
ing built. These plants are for the 
most part electrically operated and 
are of the most modern type of 
machinery and other equipment. 
Several large new cotton compress- 
ea are also being constructed in dif- 
ferent parts of Texas. 
The early forecast that the tota! 
corn production of Texas this year 
wotld be approximately 200,000,- 
000 bushels promises to be more 
than fulfilled. Never in the his- 
tory of the State was such a corn 
crop known to be produced. 


In regions whe the grain is 
usually of a nub variety enor- 
mous ears, running two and even 


three on a stalk. were grown this 
season. New corn is moving to 
market in the lower Rio Grande 
Valley. most of it going for the 
present to local milla.

Promises Sensation Today, 


Famous Anniversary. 


Ends First Year of Revenge 
for Insanity Term. 


Secluded in a darkened rodm at 
the Alexandria and denying admit- 
tance to visitors, a man registered 
as J. A. Chilton of Campton, lowa, 
but who says he is John Armetrong 
Chaloner. multimillionaire grandson 
of John Jacob Astor, is today await- 
ing uptil 3 o'clock to give what he 
termed yesterday a “big story” to all 
the newspapers.

Third Pay Rise 
in a Year Given 
City Bricklayers. 


Bricklaying took its place among 
the aristocratic municipal jobs ves- 
terday when the Council increased 
the pay of the city's handlers of the 
trowel to $10 a day. 

On Oct. 1, 1919, the records show. 
city bricklayers received $6 a day: 
in March they were advanced to $7, 
and just before Christmas they were 
given a boost to $8. 

The City Engineer reported that 
it was impossible to secure bricklay- 
ers unless $10 a day was paid and 
so the Council voted the increase, 
thus placing bricklaying among the 
fine arts, financtally speaking.

Such an amendment will provide an 
equitable amount of money for the 
support of the schools of the State 
and will compel the State to bear 
its proportionate share of the cost 
of operation. The teachers are 
unanimously in favor of the meas- 
ure and are active in their support 
of it.

THRIFT, HORATIO! 

War thrift campaigns were replete with 
eloquent precept, noble exhortation, tremen- 
dous appeal. The people rerponded heart- 
fly. Government propaganda received” in- 
stant and complete reward. Our whole 
country Hooverized. Meatless and wheat- 
less days, sugar rationing, conservation, 
home gardening, Red Cross selvage, Thrift 
Stamps, Liberty Bonds all received whole- 
hearted support. The people rose to the 
occasion with the best endeavor thet was 
in them. Every campaign went over the 
top. Selfdenial, individua! work, personal 
responsibility were accepted aimost unant- 
mously—by the people. Aad thus was the 
United States enabled to swe!! its treasury, 
meet every obligation end perform its great 
service to the world. Thus was the admin- 
istration accorded billicns of wealth t' at our 
war problems could be me* wiihout stint. 

Ané all the while this eloqcence and ap 
peal were being directed upon the public, 
while the people were eaving, denying them: 
selves in every department, buying Thrift 
Stamps, Liberty Bonds, often at genuine sac- 
rifice, the administration was spending. 
wasting, recklessly, wickedly, in every de- 
partment. The money and produce con- 
tributed at such poignant sacrifice by the 
people was squandered and chucked around 
with criminal extravagance and inefficiency 
by the Democratic administration. The 
money came rolling in—oceans of money, 
mountains of money—and norer in the his- 
tory of the world has eny government’ spent 
with such violent abandon, such preposter- 
ous wastefulpess. All that eloquence and 
lofty appeal for thrift sert fourth by that 
same administration was exclusively for 
the people—-the administration itself never 
for a moment applied those noble precepts 
to itself.

nee again let those eloquent and urgent 
appeals be taken to heart by every one of 
us—and this time wit: a stern and critical 
surveillance of the public cxvenditures as 
well—and there is no shadow of doutt that 
individual prosperity would son be com- 
patible with the national pro¢ress. 

Our apparent prospority is, in a way, fic 
titious and pertains cnly t» cortain classes 
who have been able to exploit conditions 
and reap fat rewards. Only certain clas+es 
of capita] and labor have lenefited under 
the chaotic upheaval, while the majority 
of the common people (victitus of Old High 
Cost) are poorer by far, the prey of the 
less scrupulous. The thrift practiced dur. 
ing the war has brought thein no tangible 
reward, but indeed angmented their 
anxieties, owing to the base use made of 
their sacrifices. This seeming failure of 
the value of thrift is probably responstble 
for the wave of foolish and wasteful extrav- 
agance that has swept the ccantry. But it 
Was not thrift that failed—oniy the admin- 
istrators of the result of that thrift. Thrift, 
practiced as it was so whole-heartedly by 
all the people, was the only ‘hing that saved 
the nation during that dread crisis, just aa 
thrift alone can now ameliorate our hard- 
sbips. 

The present booming prosperity cannot 
last forever. A depression i« sure to fol- 
low—a reaction against easy money, high 
prices, short hours, high wages, which ben- 
efit so small a percentage and so cruelly 
victimize the rest. The pendu'um must and 
will swing back. And in that fortunate day 
will be those among us who Lave continued 
their war policy of thrift, «pent less than 
they earned, laid up part of their incomes 
in savings accounts, conserved their re- 
sources and looked forwari with calm and 
reasoning intelligence into the future. 
“Saving up for a rainy day” is one of those 
old adages that has long proved its worth. 

The real independert and self-respecting 
citizen who can cheerfully look the whole 
world in the face and accept any emergency 
with serenity is he who, by taking thought, 
practicing preparedness, discretion, thrift, 
has a comfortable bank balance, owes no 
man what he cannot pay and is secure in 
the knowledge of and capacity for some 
form of productive labor. 

The man who lives up to his Income and 
goes @ little beyond, the man who denies him- 
self nothing, the man who wastes and loafs 
and tives wholly in the presont is the rea! 
slave, the first to fee! the pinch, the first to 
whine and the last to recover when hard 
times come. 

It is not given to us all to be eble to 
make money; but each and every one of us 
has the power to economize, tc avoid waste, 
to make our perchases wiserly and see to it 


that our every dollar performs its utmost, 


duty, reaps its Gtmost worth, We repeat 
that if the same thrift practiced under the 
emotional urge of war be practiced today 
in peace time, with calmer discrimination 
and application to our individual purses, 
that same wealth which roiled in upon our 
administration between 1917 and 1919 will 
accrue to ourselv®s, restore gunuinely pros- 
perous and norma! conditions and cal! a per- 
emptory halt to profiteering in all its insid- 
jous ramifications. 

If we should now voluntarily maintain 
meatiess and wheatiess days, practice every 
form of salvage and retrenchment, set aside 
that money which we were shie to contrib 
ute for Liberty Bonds and Thrift Stamps, 
plant home gardens. work and produce with 
the best endeavor that is In us, scora every 
form of siacking and take a wore persona! 
responsibility in the election of our.4dmin- 


istrators, see to it that public moneys are

honestly and efficiently admiuistered there 
would soon be an end to oar wholly unneo 
essary troubles. 
We found thrift and its concomitant vir 
tues a peerless attribute in war time, the 
chief and most conspicuous asset for suc- 
cess. It is still the paramount necessity; 
the great essentia) virtue, and if applied to 
both our private and public affairs will be 
found the arch-remedy for our present difi- 
culties and distresses. 


TO WORRY ABOUT. 


If the average human being drew more 
on his gray matter ard less on bis nervous 
system people wouldn't so often pass up 
real troubles to meet imaginary ones half- 
way. 
But familiarity breeds indifference and 
unfamiliarity bysteria. The ills we have 
affect us less than those we know not of. 

These two facts evidently account for the 
different attitudes taken by a great many 
Los Angeles citizens toward the vague and 
intermittent earthquake danger and the real 
and ever-present automobile pcril. Yet the 
plain facts and figures on the relative losses 
caused in Southern Calffornia by these two 
agents should convince anyone willing to 
pit the logical brain against the {logical 
Berve center. 
King David prayed: “Let me fall into 
the hands of God, but not into the hands 
of man.” After the small earth quiver the 
cry goes up here from hysterical lips: “De- 
liver me from the act of God and I will take 
any number of chances from the recklessness 
of man.” In the meantime, as can be easily 
shown, the greatest denger to life in Los 
Angeles comes from what is happening on 
the surface of the sireets, not from what 
is taking place underneath. 
In the whole of Southern Ca'ifornia from 
the most ancient records to the present 
time fourteen people have been killed and 
fifty-eight injured from earthquake disas- 
ters. The record of one month's deaths 
and disablements from reckless or unskill- 
driving has sometimes 
equalled the grand total of all injury capsed 
by earthquakes ic a hundred years. One

As for the problematic calamities to. 
which Los Angeles is no more subject than 
any other city that has ‘ts roots tn the 
crust of old Mother Earth, if they are go- 
Ing to overtake any section of the contt- 
nent there is no human way of forestalling 
them; and to fret and worry about them is 
to court civic hypochondria. 
Besides, we have a sufficient number of 
real troubles to provide for without bor 
rowing others from the calamity howlers— 
especially as most of the calamity howling 
is made in San Francisco. 
Let us, then—waiving what might happen 
in the case of a real earthquake—concen- 
trate on what is dally occurring !n the 
streets before our very eyes—and find some 
means, either penal or educational, to ren- 
der existence less joyous for the auto-speed 
maniac and more secure for the balance of 
the population to whom life is not altogeth- 
er a trifle to be sneeted at.

Our monkey burglars, gentlemen cracks- 
men and bold bandits were all familiar fie- 
ures in a number of eastern cities, where 
they had been able to offraie undisturbde! 
by the guardians of the pab''c peace and 
safety. It was not until they tried to repeat 
their former crimes in Los Angeles that 
they fell into the clutches cf the law. 
Criminal records of American cities will 
bear out the statement that mere lawbreak- 
ers are apprehended and convicted here 
than in any other community of like popu- 
lation in the country. Our detectives ars 
exceptionally clever in discovering and ar- 
resting the perpetrators of crime.

“DEPOT” AND “STATION.” 
The word “depot” — generally 
spelled in the French style, with the 
circumflex accent over the “o”— 
should not be used in the sense of 


“station,” meaning a stopping place 


for railroad or other trains. A de- 
pot is a place or warehouse for the 
storage of goods awaiting fransfer 
or use, and the word comes from the 
same Latin word as does our word 
“deposit.” Its introduction into the 
English language arose from a mis- 
taken idea that the French used it to 
mean railway station; the French 
word for railway station is not “de 
pot,” however, but “gare.” 

In recent years the men who name 
the railroad stations of the United 
States have recognized the error— 
that is, the grammatical error—in- 
volved in. calling a station a depot, 
and they have avoided it in many 
cases. Thus, the great stopping 
place of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in New York City is known as the 
Pennsylvania station. The other 
large station in New York City is 
the end of two lines and is there- 
fore known officially not as the 
Grand Central station, but as the 


Grand Central terminal.—[{Columbus

TSURU AOKI IN HARA-KIRI 
TALE AT SUPERBA. 


By Edwin Schallert. 


Japanese tragedies are unfailing- 
ly tinged with grewsomeness. Par- 
ticularly ig this true of the ones 
with which the name Samurai is in 
some manner linked. For Samurai 
without hara-kiri would be like a 
banquet without a cafe noir, and 
therefore we expectantly aWait the 
unsheathing of the dagger in the 
final denouement, 

In so far as “The Breath of the 
Gods" contains the elements speci- 
fied we have the result anticipated 
in thie Tsuru Aoki starring picture 
at the Superba. Yetieven though 
you may not like (in the conven- 
tional sense) the ending of this fea- 
ture, because of sombre tone, 
you will Gnd that the plot and sit- 
vationg are free from the cut-and- 
dried development of most Nippo- 
nese plays. While the tragedy of 
the lotus flower heroine is too re- 
mote to stir deep emotion, her bat- 
tle between sentiment and duty has 
the fascination of picturesque ro- 
mance, well told in setting and ac- 
tion. 

Some situations seem a trifie 
forced, particularly where Pierre 
eacapes from the hospital to com 
to the heroine’s dwelling at the tim
